Nothing in Murdock Charges to 
Warrant Enquiry is Reply 
to Liberal Demands 


BOARD THWARTED 


Hon. W. L. Mackenzie King In.| 
sists on Probe By ‘‘No White- 
Washing Commission’ 


' OTTAWA, June 30. — (Canadian 
Press).—That there was nothing in 
the Murdock allegations against the 
rovernment of sufficiently tangible 
form to be the basis of an investiga- 
tion was the government's reply to 
demands of Liberal members for an 
inquiry into the Murdock charges, 

The long-heralded debate on the} 
Murdock charges lasted from eleven 
o'clock uisti] 2.80 today. Hon, Arthur 
Meighen said he saw no reason for 
referring to the charges as “a scan- 
dal” the only reason the government 
had not been publishing the Robson 
letters was Judge Robson's personal 
protest against such action, 

The government would welcome in- 
vestig.tion based on facts inatead of 
feminutive fictions, <A suggestion to 
proceed with estimates was objected 
to on account of the lateness of the 
house and a suggestion was made 
that the house meet at 11 o'clock this 
morning also mat with objections. 

This latter course had been sug- 
gested to pormit of business of the 
session being finished today, The 
house adjourned at 2.30 o'clock until 
two_o’clock this afternoon. 

Murdock in Position to Know 

Mr. Mackenzie King sald that no 
such serious charges had been level- 
led against any government for many 
years as those contained in James 
Murdock'’s letter of resignation, ad- 
dressed to the prime minister on 
June 24 Jast. They wete made not 
by a political opponent of the govern- 
ment, but by its own appointee, who 
was in a position to know what he 

8 talking about, 

e detailed the incidents in connection 
with the formation of the board, The 
government had by a clause of the com- 
bines and fair prices act, repealed a 
measure which provided for the inveatiga- 
tton of combines, trusts and mergers, 
under which any six persons could de- 
mand a board of investigation on making 
out a prima facie case, Then it was up 
to the government to provide the public 
with ample protection to replace that 
under the former act. Instead, the board 
bad dwindled away and the people were 
now without any protection, The board 
Bad’ been thwarted and today the country 
faced the spectacle of having legislation 
on the statute books which could not be 
enforced, 

Allowed Beard to Peter Out 

Judge Robson had considered the act 
Daworkable und. made certain suggestions 
which Sir George Foster, in reply, said 
would be considered, Instead of taking 
action, however, the government had al- 
lowed the board to peter out. 

A letter sent by Mr. Murdock to the 
government at the time of Judge Robson's 
resignation had been witheld from puar- 
liament and the people, despite requests 
from the opposition that the correspond- | 
ence be produced, Apparently this letter | 
would never jaye seen Ight had not Mr. 
Murdock himself published it, 

The only way to allap unrest was to have 
a full inquiry and Mr, King sald he had 
intended moving that a committee of the 
house be named to make a full inquiry 
and report back to pariiament, 

However, since the minister of nayal 
affairs ,(Hon, C, C, Ballantpne) had in- 
formed him last night that the govern- 
ment proposed to prorogue the house to- 
day, there was no time for that, He be- 
Neved still that a ful! inquiry should be 
made and that it should be by no ‘white 
washing commission,” 

fiays Attitude Extraordinary 

Sir Robert Borden thought Mr, King's 
attitude ‘most extraordinary,” If he be- 
Neved in a parliamentary committee {n- 
vestigating the whole matter, surely he 
had not changed his mind because a minis- 
ter told him the house was to prorogue, 
Apparently Mr, King had committed him- 
telf to the statement of Mr, Murdock that 
there had been an ulterior purpose behind 
the legislation forming the board of com- 
merce. The premier reminded Mr, King 
that the legislation was based on the re- 
port of a committee of the heuse ‘yhich 
had spent five weeks investigating the 
whole matter and made its recommenda- 
tions to the house, ‘Chere were liberals on 
that committee, 

Best Man Available 

Mr. King also apparently accepted Mr. 
Murdock's statement that Judga Robson 
was chosen as chairman, because he was 
friendly to profiteers, Sir Robert sald 
he had been chosen because he was be- 
leved to be the best man available for 
the position, At first he had reaused, and 
the government tried {0 induce Chief Just 
fee Mathers of Manitoba to accept, When 
he also refused, Judge Robson wos final- 
ly secured for the postition, 

As to the government's responsibility 
fur tho comduct of Judge Robson, Bir 
Robert reminded the house that when the 
incidents in question occurred and Judge 
Robson's resignation was tendered it was 
nocepted, 

The government had no apology to make 
for the appolutment of Judge Robson and 
4t had done nothing to incur the charges 
made against it. If Mr, Murdock had be- 
Heved at the time of Judge Robson's rea- 
ignation that there was ground for those 
charges, he should huve made them tn- 
#tead of waiting, The government was 
not responsible for any action Judge 
Hobson may have taken after his appaint- 
ment, There was no contro! exercised 
ever him aud none was attempted,

These strange signals which are be- 
ing caught at wircless stations on 
different parts of our planet are a 
problem to the big scientists them- 
selves. How much more ,then, must 
they puzzle the brains of the ordin- 
ary people? asks Pearson's Weekly. 

There are hundreds of different 
wireless stations. Why, then, asks 
the man in the street, is it that only) 
one station here and there picks up 


these incomprehensible sounds from) 
the vold? 
The answer is this—-that each, 


sending or receiving instrument can 
be tuned, like a fiddle or banjo string, 
to send or receive signals of a certain 
Wate length, A receiver tuned tu} 
catch a short wave cannot take a long 
one ,and vice versa, 

Now the waves which bring these} 
signals from the unknown are of! 
great length. Consequently the or- 
dinary receiver tuned for taking or- 
dinary messages does not recognize 


them. 

The bigger the station, and the 
greater the sending distance, the! 
longer—as a rule—is the wave used.! 


Take Clifden in Ireland and Glace! 
Bay in Nova Scotia as an example. 
It is between these two—a distance of} 
2,800 miles—that the _ transatlantic 
wireless service is carried on. 

The wires used for sending or re- 
ceiving are about 1,000 feet long, and 
are stretched at a height of about 
200 feet. The wave length employed 
is 20,000 feet—that is, each wave or 


crest to cres;. Fifty thousand of 
these waves are emitted each sec- 
ond, and the waves rush through the 
ether across the Atlanttc at a speed 
of $186,300 miles per second, and s0 
take one seventy-fifth part of a sec- 
ond to fly from one side of the At- 
Jantic to the other. 

The signals that have been com- 
ing in from jpace—perhaps from: 
Mars—are produced by ether waves 
even longer than those used by the 
giant stations which span the Atlantic.

A!l vaccines or gerums are 
obtained in some stich manner, Diptheria 
anti-toxin is procured by placing throat 
excretion from a patient in a sealed ves- 
sel filled with a beef broth, in which the

germs multiply with frightful rapidity. 
Horses are then inoculated with the broth 
aud the serum their blood produces it 
overcoming the disease drawn off, treated 
and used to cure human beings. Small 
pox vaccine is made from pus, which still

Telegram, 


Done With a Syringe 

Typheid anti-toxin is obtained in a 
similar manner as ts that of tetanus (lock- 
Jaw), used so very extensively and effectu- 
ally in the war to prevent wounded men 
becoming infected with this once deadly 
disease, whose gerins abound in old, fer- 
tilized soll such as that of France, Spinal 
meningitis Is likewise treated. Tuberculin 
used with no small successs in the treat- 
ment of consumption, is obtained by the 
breeding of germs in gelatine cultures and 
ther killing the germs by intense heat and 
leaving the poison, which, administered in 
ever increasing doses, hypodermically, is 
Supposed to, and apparently does, increase 


resistence of many patients, sometimes to 
the point of recovery, Common bolls are 
often stopped by a few doses of serum 
manufactured from the pus of the boll 
itself, 


No Hydrophobia Germ Yet 


All these, however, are diseases the 


germs of which are definitely known and 
isolated to obtain the anti-toxtus, In Hy- 
i drophobla, though imwileroscopic examina- 
tions of a dog's brain or spinal column re- 
veal the presence of the disease, no defin- 
ite germs have so far been  isolated.. 
Sclentists do not yet know whether hydro- 
phobla is caused by a germ so minute 
that it baffles the magnifying glass or 
whether some separate polson causes it. 
Nevertheless they can cope with the mal- 


andy. Hydrophobia serum is made by tak- 
ing a portian of the spinal column of a 
rabbit which has been tnoeulated with and 


died of the disease, and placing the spinal 
column in a sealed glass Jar with a piece of 
caustic soda which destroys the germs, 


if there are any, or kills the source of the 
poison, merely leaving the poison itself. 
The serum is infallible if given in time 
and has saved scores of human beings 
from a crue] death. All these and other 
anti-toxins are made at the Comnaught 
Laboratories Just north of Toronto under 
auspices of the Ontario government and 
the university of Toronto, 
No Need to See Germ 

Unless Dr. Glover himself has been able 
to igolate the germ of cancer, the germ, 
if it exists, has so far baffled discovery. 
But if the wonderfal results which the 
young Toronto aedical man has obtained 
at St, Michael's is permanent, then it 
may be that the fallure to discover a 
germ of cancer may be no bar to its cure 
by a serum. Like the spinal column of 
a rabbit which has died from hydrophobia, 
the cancerous growth manufactures—from 
whatever source—a virulent poison. And 
to the lay mind at least, it would seem 
logical to think that cancer might be conu- 
quered by much the same processs a8 that 
used to manufacture hydrophobia serum.

| Many More Women Than Men 
| In Britain Now

Walking down the Strand recently 
a newspaper reporter counted 280 
|women to fifty-eight men in the 
space of a quarter of an hour, while 
the proportion in a tube carriage was 
twenty-two women to six men, says 
| Pearson's Weekly. 
| As we are all aware, we have now 
an enormously greater number of 
women then of men in these islands, 
Even before the war English women 
outnumbered English men by nearly 
a million. Today the difference is 
ubout two millions. 

Bome people declare that there is 
nothing to be done to remedy this 
state of affairs. Why not There 
are heaps of countries which want 
women. Our own Dominions in par- 
ticular, Take Western Australia. 
In that great country there are three 
men to two women, There is hot & 
single Australian etate where men 
do not outnumber women. For the 
whole of the island continent 200,000 


women are required to make the 
sexes equal, 
Matters are not quite so bad in 


Canada, but even there 180,000 wo- 
men are required to even up mat- 
ters. Smaller dependencies are in 
a worse way. The Falkland Islands, 
for instance, have 1,200 men to only 
800 women, Trinidad has 136,000 
men to 119.000 women, 

British Guiana is short of women; 
so are the beautiful Sevchelles Is- 
lands. As for Hone Kong, that 
great metropolle of the Fast, it has 
5,000 men to 3,000 women, 

The fact is that in almost every 
part of the British Empire, except fn 
Rritain itself ,there are more men 
than women. There ia no other 
country ip the world which has so 
great a preponderance of women s 
has Hngland today Surely emiara. 
tion ia the best, indeed the only cure 
for the present state of affairs.

primary products. The ‘war had 
changed all that, and today Canada 
was stretching out into the markets of 
tae lWorld’s trade in manufactured 
goods. 

Up to 1914 the Canadian export 
trade in manufactured goods showed 
only a gradual annual increase, but 
after the year named tiere Was an 
enormous output of munitions, and 
other war supplics which were re- 
quired by the Imperial Governmcnt 
When tthia demand fell off, in con- 
sequence of the/ cessation of war, one 
factory after another adapted itself 
to the ordinary necessities of commerce 
wita such success that the exports of 
manufactured goods, ‘which in the 
years (before the war reached an av- 
erage value of only 400 million dol- 
lars per anum, rose ‘in 1919 to the rel- 
atively enormous value of 1,300 mil- 
lion dollars, 

As showing the change that Had 
taken (place tin ‘the icharacter pnd 
volume of Canadian exports, tae 
speaker contrasted the figures for the 
years 1913 and 1919. In the former 
year the chief items of export were 
agricultural products, which totaled 
150 million dollars, while the export- 
ed manufactureg ‘were, valued at only 
43 millons dollars. In 1919, however, 
ithe (position twas reveresd, because, 
‘although tae agricultural exports had 
increased to 270 million dollars, the 
manufactures exported were valued at 
550 million dollars. 

The’ industrial possibilities of Can- 
ada ‘were {practically Uimitless, and 
this fact had been recognized by the 
Americans, who had aqected many 
branch factories on Canadian terri- 
tory. That kind of peaceful penetra- 
tion, however, was not an unmixed 
bleasing, and‘ho was glad to say taat 
the advantages of Canada as a manu- 
|facturing country had already {been 
recognized iby English firms, many of 
whom had already established, or were 
contemplating establishing, branch 
factdries in the Dominion, He pre- 
dicted they would never regret their 
enterprize in that direotion (Caeers). 

Sir George Perley, High Commis- 
sioner for Canada, who spoke at a 
luncheon given in connection with 
\the opening of the exhibition, eaid he 
had just returned from Paris, where 
taking part In the com- 


he had been 
lipletion of tthe Peace [Treaty bvith 
Hungary. He hoped those treaties 


would accomplish what they were in- 
tended for, and that as a consequence 
the League of Nationg migat be able 
to concentrate its efforts on bringing 
about the peace of the world.

That era of manufac- 
turing energy had already developed 
during the war, when Canada turned 
out a large proportion of the ghella 
that were used at ithe front, but the 
same energy was being continued 
since the war in the output of peace- 
time manufactures, All this was for 
tae good of the trade of the Empire; 
{it meant strengthening the trade with- 
in the Empire. It was better that the 
man in London should buy ihis goods 
{n Montreal or Melbourne than that 
he ghould buy them in a foreign coun- 
try; it meant that the profits of tae 
transaction were kept within the Bm- 
pire (Hear, hear.) He wanted to see 
Canada fbuy its requirements from 
thig country rather than from the 
United States, and he wanted to see 
this country buy its g00ds from Can- 
ada rather than \from tae (United 
States, (Cheers.)

LITTLE PADDLE DISTRICT. 


Little Paddie, Alta,, is One of the 
new villages on the Sangudo-White 
Court branch of the C. N. R. It is 
a subdivision of W.% 28-67-8w6. The 
village {s close to the North (Little 
Paddle) river, in the centre of the 
rural munictpality of Kitehener No. 


682. The site of the river ia on a 
gentle slope drained by the river. 
Immediately tributary to it on the 
north is the well known “Peavine 
Prairie’ country, comprising the 
Hathersage and Connor Creek die- 
tricts, 
and barley, and from which large 
quantities of seed grain have been 
shipped to various parts of the 
Dominion and even 
Lying to the gouth and southwest are 
the Padstow, Balm, Rohan and An- 
selmo districts, all eplendid mixed 
farming sectione. There are in the 
before mentioned districts quite a 
number of farmers having pure bred 
horses, cattle and hogs, notably D. 
Hughes, with the pure bred Hereford 
bull, Fairfax Perfection (lately be- 
longing to Frank Collicutt), J. B. 
Grigg & Sons with “ie Hereford bull, 
Armour; Harolt Grigg, two fine Per- 
cheron mares bred by Upper of Cal- 
gary; J. Krause and A. Adams, Per- 
cheron stallions; J. Chittick, six Per- 
cheron stallions and mares; D. Ran- 
die, Percheron and Clydesdalee stal- 
lions and Shorthorn bull. G, Hicks 
has some fine Berkshire hogs of the 
Gilbert strain. This all goes to #&10ow 
that the farmers here are recognizing 
the importance of pure bred stock. 

Situated, as it je, in the centre of 
such a rich country, the future of 
Little Paddie would appear assured. 
The progress of the whole territory 
has been seriously andicapped by the 
lack of railway accommodation. With 
the completion of the C. N. R. it is 
expected that the country will forge 
ahead. The country north of Little 
Paddle has been, during the past eight 
years, tremarkably immune from 
froste, and crop failures from 
cause ‘ave been very few. During 
the same period on only three or four 
occasions has any damage been caused 
by hail, and then only to a limited ex- 
tent, 

Oats are the main crop, some wheat 
and considerable stock. Sced cats 
from the little Paddle and north dls- 
trict have been grown for the past 
eight years. The yield of oats ‘as 
reached as high as 110 bushels to the 
acre. One ‘inio in the legisiature it 
was asked waere Little Paddle was 
and the reply was “the section where 
seed oats come from.” The soutr 
sectlon goes in extensively for oats 
and barley raising, the yield never 
being less than 42 bushels per acre 
for the last four years.

It is declared, 
in fact, as one reason for urgency 
in getting the irrigation’ project 
under way north of Lethbridge 
that this would provide employ- 
ment for farmers who must earn 
wages to support their families 
through the winter.

When farmers 
with cleared land have to leave 
their farms and seek employment, 
nothing further need be said as 
to the unfavorable conditions that

Chains to Australia, South Africa 
and Canada Are 
Proposed 


Tandon, June 29—(Canadian Asso- 
ciated Press)—The imperial wireless 
telegraphy committee recommends 
the establishment of a gystem of wire- 
less throughout the empire. Two 
wireless chains are outlined !n the re- 
port, one to Australia with inter- 
mediate stations and the other to 
South Africa also with intenmediate 
stations. A similar communication 
with Canada must be established, but 
thie can wnly be done after the con- 
ference has estimated the cost, which 
will be about £1,260,000. Marconi 
proposals were rejected chiefly on ac- 
count of the prohibitive cost and as 
creating undesirable monopoly.
